After a hard trip down into the land of the Tropical Sun. we held the 
fast Texas A. & M. to a low score which was all that could be exacted, 
when the long trip, the hot sun and the calibre of the longhorns is taken into 
consideration. Texas A. & M. whalloped “Texas U” in their annual battle 
and "Texas l'.” is considered “some pumpkins” down in the “Short grass” 
country. 

With the team playing together as a man and with the do or die fighting 
spirit of the “Miners” oozing out all over, the rest of our opponents were taken 
into camp easily, and the “Miners” showed their superiority in decisive stvle. 

Starting with the Kirksville Ostepaths, the “Miners” thoroughly cleaned 
the last Drury and \\ arrensburg Normal Team and woe be unto Arkansas 
had not the game lteen cancelled due to the sudden death of left tackle Wallet- 
Askew. 

It is a great pity that we couldn't have played St. Louis I'., or Washing 
ton. but after both received such decisive beatings in 1913 and 1914, tliev de- 
cided the “Miners" were too rough to play in their “back yards,” and in con 
sequence they are extremely lucky not to have their hides hanging on the

Looking back over the season, we cannot help but admit after considering 
the strenuous schedule, the lack of training facilities and the abundance of 
green material that Coach Dennie had to work with, that he turned out a 
team that ilid the school, himself, and themselves justice.

June 4th saw the little party of five assembled at Denver “raring" to go.
